Ing upon his Intelligence of the uncapable 
Pofture of our Fleet—makes his Deiign pub- 
lick, does not ſtick to declare ir in all che 
Courts of Europe, and bis Minifters talk of 
it as of a Thing that could not milcarry, 
nor indeed could it have miſcarry'd,bumanly 
ſpeaking, had it been true as be was inform'd, 
(viz.) that our Navy could not bs pur in 
any Poſture to oppoſe him ; but when chey 
found 'a ſauperiour Force riding in their 
View, blocking them up in their very Port, 
and ready to follow upon taeir firſt Mo- 
tion 3 it was rather a-ſurprizing Thing to 
think they ſhould get home again as ſafe as 
they did, than that they ſhould fail in the 
Deſign.
